No. 3. — copy of Resolution of the Board of Guardians, passed on the 
14th November 1849. 

Proposed by the Marquis of Westmeath, seconded by Charles M. St. George, 
esq. 

Resolved, “That the Board of Guardians at their second meeting, found their 
attention imperatively called to the loose and incomplete manner in which the 
bonds and securities of the various collectors in the Union are found to have been 
executed; a list of particulars on this important point is hereunto annexed. 

“ The duty of the clerk in this matter is clear, and he being inquired of 
narrowly, as to his share in these neglects, states that he was aware of all the 
deficiencies imputed, but that he was commanded by the late vice-guardians to 
issue the warrants for the collection of rates to the collectors, with the detailed 
omissions now set forth, and was told by them that they, the collectors, would 
come in and perfect their securities afterwards, which up to this time they have 
not done. 

“ The Board therefore think it their duty to entreat the Commissioners imme- 
diately to search into this vital subject, and to bring the vice-guardians to account 
for this charge, if it be true, and to inform the Board thereon during the present 
week, as the collectors are required to attend upon this day week. 

“ The serious losses which may result to the Union from any procrastination 
upon this matter will (the Board are convinced) excuse this pressing request.” 

Detailed Omissions.

No. 3 a . — EXTRACT from Guardians’ Minutes of 26 December 1849. 

In consequence of the report of the medical officer and visiting committee, the 
Board thought it desirable to appoint a special committee to inspect the bouse, 
and make such suggestions as may be considered necessary for its immediate 
improvement; the Committee consisted of the following gentlemen — William 
Lloyd, esq., v.c., Captain Hanly, Captain Cox, Captain Duckworth. 

Having in accordance with the wislies of the Board visited and examined the 
251. B 2 house 
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house in all its departments, we regret to find that the statements made by the 
medical officer in his report are fully borne out ; the house is in a most filthy and 
disorderly state, and totally devoid of system or discipline: for instance, the children 
were only going to breakfast at half-past 12 o’clock ; the dining hall and tables 
wet and dirty, the corridors running over with water, and classification wholly 
unattended to, and a most noxious smell pervading the whole premises; the 
•clothing of the paupers filthy and bad, and their linen does not appear to have 
been washed for several weeks ; the washing in the laundry appears also to have 
been improperly performed. We examined the bread, and found it bad and sour. 
The coofeng kitchen is in a most defective state , the boilers being totally insufficient 
for the numbers to be supplied, and badly set. 

We therefore take leave to offer the following suggestions for the immediate 
adoption of the Board, as the only means to check the progress of disease, which 
has lately been on the increase, and to improve its sanitary condition. 

The master being now in fever, we recommend that an efficient assistant be 
immediately appointed. 

The matron being also in fever, we recommend that an efficient assistant be 
appointed to perform the duties of matron. We are decidedly of opinion that the 
staff of the house is not sufficient, we therefore suggest the following improve- 
ments : two wardsmen and two wardswomen should be appointed to carry out 
the orders of the master and matron in their respective departments ; and we 
strongly recommend that they should be paid officers and not paupers ; we 
recommend that the dining hall should be flagged, and that the water from the 
roof should be turned into the well, in order to increase the supply of water where 
such a deficiency exists. 

We would also recommend the old clothes store should be removed, and that 
two small sheds should be built in connexion with the probationary wards, to hold 
the old and filthy clothing of the paupers when admitted. Finding that the 
number of paupers in the house are 1,120, we consider that steps should be 
immediately adopted to reduce the numbers very considerably. 

Since closing the foregoing report, we have ascertained with surprise and regret, 
that some of the wards have not had a supply of straw for a period of seven 
months ; we therefore call on the Board to adopt immediate measures to supply 
the different wards with straw.

“That we have discovered with feelings of strong indignation, that while this 
Union was under the control and management of an inspector and vice-guardians 
appointed by the Poor-law Commissioners, a uniform rate of 3 s. in the pound was 
laid on each electoral division in the Union in the month of November 1 848, and by 
some circumstance, as yet undisco verable by the present guardians, the divisions of 
Frenchpark and Loughlinn, though containing the greatest number to be relieved 
and the heaviest indebted in the Union, were exempt from that rate, and have 

not 
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not paid one shilling of the same, nor -was it exacted from all the other electoral 
divisions in the Union with the greatest rigour ; that we immediately apply to the 
Poor-law Commissioners for information on the subject, assuring them that if the 
greatest regularity and fairness be not observed in the laying on the rates and 
collecting them, or such mistakes again occur, it may cause the greatest confusion 
.and opposition to the collection of the rates in the Union.” 

Resolved unanimously.

^0. 6. — COPY of Resolution of the Board of Guardians, passed on the 
2d March 1 850, rescinding Resolution passed on 6th November 1 849.

“ That we deem it expedient to rescind the resolution heretofore passed, whereby 
we passed a vote of thanks to the late vice-guardians and inspector of this Union, 
and that we feel it due to Colonel Clarke to tender him our best thanks for his able 
and efficient assistance in the discharge of our very embarrassing duties iu adjust- 
ing the affairs of this Union ; and also to tender our best thanks to Mr. J. M.

The Earl of Enniskillea wished to remark, that previous to entering into the 
business of the day he considered it the duty of the Board to pass a vote of thanics 
to Messrs. Goudy and Trevor, late vice-guardians, for the very efficient and gentle- 
manly manner which they have performed their onerous duties since they took the 
management of the Unions which he was happy to say was now, in every depart- 
ment of it, a model for any other Union in Ireland. 

It was then proposed by the Earl of Enniskillen, and seconded by W. Frith, 
esq., “ That the thanks of the Board of Guardians be given to Messrs. Goudy 
and Trevor, late vice-guardians, for the excellent order, in every respect, in which 
they had delivered over the workhouse, and all other matters connected with the 
Union, to this Board.”

Ennistymon Union.

No. 11. — COPY of Resolution of the Board of Guardians, passed on the 
29th of January 1850. 

Proposed by William Fitzgerald, and seconded by Sir L. O’Brien, 

Resolved, “ That the Board do intimate to the Poor-law Commissioners that 
when they entered upon their duties they found that a great, and as they think 
injudicious, expenditure had taken place in renting and maintaining a number of 
auxiliary workhouses and hospitals at several miles distant from the parent house, 
when effective control w-as impossible ; the result, as might have been expected, 
has been a great laxity of discipline, if not worse, extending its influence iu some 
degree to the parent house, from whence paupers went away and returned after a 
lapse of days, often without the knowledge of the master. No correct relief list 
existed ; nor could the master give with any accuracy the names of those who were 
fed in the house on that day, or any day for six months preceding, proving that the 
chargeability of electoral divisions must have been regulated as well by fancy as 
by facts. Since their appointment the guardians have laboured, with the assist- 
ance of their very efficient inspecting officer Mr. Briscoe, to correct these errors, 
and as they hope *ith some degree of success. But to accomplish the full objects 
they have in view, it would be useful to them to have him (Mr. Briscoe), as inspect- 
ing officer, resident at Ennistymon, and who would give constant and daily attend- 
ance at the parent w'orkhouse and its auxiliaries, to see the orders of the Com- 
missioners and guardians strictly carried out. The value of such an officer will 
not only depend on his general intelligence and energy, but on his disposition to 
co-operate cordially with the guardians ; if aided by such a person, and supported 
by the Commissioners in their efforts by a strict discipline, and the use of such 
tests as, without any injury to health or morals, might seem to them useful, they 
would hope to make the workhouse what it was intended to be, a refuge for the 
really destitute, but a place into which able-bodied aud idly-disposed will not 
willingly enter, as it is evident that, without a reform in expenditure and disci- 
pline, every industrious man in this Union will be soon reduced to beggary.”

Board, and a writ for 3,966 1 . 4s. 4 d. having been at this moment served upon 
us by our meal contractor, many others threatened, and taking also into con- 
sideration the great distance at which a number of the guardians reside, and who 
cannot in consequence give that attendance which would be necessary to the proper 
working of the Union, and believing that a very great pressure is likely to arise 
during the coming winter, we are of opinion that the business of the Kenmare 
Union cannot, under such circumstances, be efficiently carried on by any but paid 
guardians, who will be able to devote all their time to it, and therefore, though 
willing under other circumstances to undertake the management of the affairs of 
the Union, we respectfully request the Poor-law Commissioners to re-appoint vice- 
guardians, having now had experience of the admirable manner in which the affairs 
of this Union have been conducted by the late vice-guardians ; and we feel con- 
vinced that if the late vice-guardians be continued for another year, they will give 
up the affairs of the Union in such a state as will enable us then to undertake the 
management of our own affairs.” 

Amendment proposed by Edward Orpen, esq., seconded by Mr. Florence

“That a resolution requesting the Commissioners to re-appoiut vice-guardians 
is premature, and that it is the duty of the Board of Guardians to discharge their

— COPY of Resolution of the Board of Guardians, passed on the 
7th of December 1849. 

Hesohed, “That having been refused further supplies by Mr. Russell and 
other merchants, or any advance of mosey by our treasurer, we call the attention 
of the Commissioners to the awful state of the Union, with 12,000 on the out- 
door relief, without rations for the current week, with over 2,000 inmates in the 
workhouse and auxiliaries, and no provisions for their next meal except turnips, 
■which have been their principal food for the last two days ; and we feel satisfied 
that unless immediate assistance be sent us, the consequences will be fearful in 
the extreme. 

“ The Board entreat tha Commissioners to take into consideration the state in 
which the finances were handed over to them by their predecessors 5 owing a 
debt (not including building instalments) of fully 13,000/., of which 1,600/. was 
an overdrawn account on our treasurer; 8,000/. due to Messrs. Russell, and 
smaller sums to other merchants in the town ; several cheques of the late vice- 
guardians dishonoured, and no available resources except the weekly collections 
on the outstanding arrears of a rate made eight months back ; which collection 
was greatly retarded by the dismissal of two of our collectors by the Commis- 
sioners, for charges brought against them before our election, and also by the 
failure of a prosecution for a rescue, and a dismiss on some processes brought by 
another collector at the last sessions, when it was decided by the barrister, in 
consequence of some irregularities in the books produced, that the prosecution 
was illegal ; and this report, greatly exaggerated, flew through the country, and 
encouraged resistance to the payment of the rates ; all of which circumstances 
tended to embarrass the new Board. 

“ That upon the second day of meeting, viz. the 10th ultimo, which was as soon 
as they could see their way, many of the Board being “ new hands,” they made 
a rate of 3s. in the pound ; not that they conceived it at all adequate, but it was 
the opinion of the majority that a higher rate would be disheartening to the rate- 
payers for the present, and that probably as much money would be received as 
from a higher rate, and that in a shorter time. 

“ That 
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“ Tliat the Board do not desire to avoid any legal responsibility thrown upon 
them, as they evinced by the fact of some of them making themselves personally 
responsible for the last week’s food, nor to spare themselves in any way, if the 
Commissioners will only show them what to do; but they are fully convinced 
that nothing but an advance of money can take them out of their present difficul- 
ties ; and they therefore implore of the Commissioners not to lose a moment in 
applying to the Lords of the Treasury for relief; and the Board feel themselves 
relieved of all moral responsibility, having laid the statement of these facts before 
the Commissioners.”

The following is the Committee’s Report referred to by the preceding 
resolutions : — 

Listowel Union Workhouse, 8 October 1849. 

The Committee appointed by the resolution of this Board on the 3d instant, 
to inquire into the present financial condition of our union, as compared with 
that of the 29th September j 848, and by which they were instructed to take into 
iheir consideration Major Hart’s letters of the 26th October 1848 and 22d January 
1 849, the report of Messrs. Griffith and Russell, as vice-guardians, on 23d January 
1849, report of a speech of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, published 

in the “Dublin Evening Mail” of the 9th February 1849, containing statements 
made on the authority of Major Hart ; and the Committee having complied with 
the wishes of the Board, beg leave to report as follows : — 

1. The Chancellor of the Exchequer, on the authority of Major Hart, stated to 
the House of Commons, on the 7th February 1849. [^ee “Evening Mail,” 
Friday, pth February 1 849.] 

House of Commons, Wednesday, February 7th. 

Chancellor qf the Exchequer . — “ It was certainly very satisfactory to have to 
state, that with the exception of a very small portion of Ireland, he did not believe 
that any assistance whatever was either wished for or necessary ; the greater 
portion of the east and north of Ireland was not more distressed at this moment 
than parts of the south of England ; the rates were collected as easily as in many 
parts of the south of England ; and in several other parts of Ireland there was not 
the least need of assistance. He might refer to the case of the union of Listowel, . 
in which the collection of rates bad fallen into some disorder. A commissioner 
was sent down, and within six weeks the demands then due were not only paid, 
but a balance of 700/. remained in pocket.” 

2. On the 26th October 1 848, it appears that Major Hart reported, as temporary 
inspector, to the Poor Law Commissioners (after upwards of a fortnight’s investi- 
gation) ; — 

First. That the Commissioners’ rules and regulations were not merely a dead 
letter in this union, but that the guardians systematically violated them in the 
most flagrant manner. 

Second. That the guardians exercised no control over the rate collectors or 
relieving officers. 

Third. That the guardians, through neglecting to collect rates, had incurred 
a debt of over 5,000 1 . 

Fourth. 
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Fourth. That the culpable delay in collecting arrears was designedly adopted, 
“in order to enable the landlords to sweep away all before them.” In short, 
Major Hart, by that report, publicly imputed the grossest moral misconduct to the 
landlords and guardians of this union. 

Fifth. That the relieving officers never made entries in their application and 
report books ; that they did not visit the applicants for out-door relief unless in 
cases of sickness ; that they capriciously changed their entries from week to week, 
without any recorded authority; and that they recklessly, improperly, and illegally 
administered out-door relief. 

Sixth. That the ratepayers of the union were completely at the mercy of the 
relieving officers (one of whom had absconded the week before Major Hart’s 
report), over whom no control was exercised, and whose misconduct and profligate 
expenditure was legalized by guardians initialing their relief books without any 
previous examination. 

Seventh. Major Hart concluded his report by recommending, in the strongest 
manner, the dissolution of the then Board, and the immediate appointment of vice- 
guardians, “ in order that the destitute poor may be duly relieved, and the rate- 
paying classes protected ; the poor-rate collected, and the debts of the union 
paid off.” 

Eighth. Major Hart also, by his report of the 22d January 1 849, ascribes the 
destitution to “the failure of the potato crop, the con-acre system, and rack- 
rents.” 

3. In accordance with that report, the Commissioners for the Relief of the Irish 
Poor dissolved the Listowel Board of Guardians on the 1st of November 1848, in 
order (as stated by their letter of that date) to ensure “a prompt and energetic 
collection of the rate, and a careful and at the same time an efficient administra- 
tion of the relief of the destitute poor;” and thereupon Messrs. Austin and Smith 
were appointed vice-guardians, acting in conjunction with Major Hart, as tem- 
porary inspector. 

4. Your Committee have thus recorded the statements made by Major Hart, 
and the objects which the Commissioners had in view, in order to enable the 
Board of Guardians now in charge of this union to form their opinion of the 
adequacy of the remedy which was so applied in order to effect “ an efficient 
administration of the law and they proceed, in the first instance, to explain the 
general condition of this union and of the county, as they desire to place it before 
his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant and the other members of Her Majesty’s 
Government, as well as before the guardians of this union, and the public 
generally. 

5. The enormous increase of taxation upon all classes in this county has excited 
the serious apprehensions of your Committee ; and they do not hesitate to declare 
it as their unanimous opinion, that your union cannot, without external aid, 
sustain the combined weight of distress and embarrassment which surrounds it, 
and which have greatly accumulated during the administration of its affairs by paid 
officers of the Government, and without the knowledge of the ratepayers, or any 
class of them, since the 1st November 1848; consequently the money and the 
credit of this union have been exhausted, without any aid from Government 
(beyond a sum of 1,250 i!., as in note*), or remonstrance from the inspector or 
vice-guardians.

• that under such a state of things the Chancellor of the Exchequer could have 
"been so misled by an officer in Major Hart’s position, as to have stated, on the 
7th of February 1849, in his place in the House of Commons, and as a Minister 
of the Crown, “ that the Listowel Union, in which the collection of rates had 
fallen into disorder, an inspector [meaning Major Hart] was sent down, and 
within six weeks the demands over-due were not only paid, but a balance of 700 /. 
remained in pocket.” 

12. It will have appeared to your Board, from the extracts taken from Major 
Hart’s Report of the 26th October 1848, that the guardians were dismissed “ in 
order to insure for the future a more vigilant control over the rate collectors and 
relieving officers, and to discharge the debts due by the union.” Your Com- 
mittee regret that they are compelled to state that Major Hart, who acted as 
inspector of this union up to about the 1st April last, as also Mr. Griffith, who 
was at one period a vice-guardian, and who succeeded Major Hart as inspector, 
with the aid of two vice-guardians, have failed in realizing any one of the objects 
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for vvbicli they were so appointed, and the late Board dissolved j for it appears to 
your Committee, that they have, in the most reckless manner, increased the 
liabilities of this union, allowed the arrears of rates to accumulate, whilst they 
neglected their duty to strike new rates. When this union had to its credit with 
their treasurer only 15/. 145. Sd., they entered into the contract with Messrs. 
Shaw & Duffield, upon which transaction your Committee will specially report, 
and under which is claimed against this union by that firm 9,337?- 3<s. 2d.,* 
with interest, at the rate of 27 per cent, per annum, the union having at 29111 
September 1849, 1,808 9 s. 10 s. in the hands of your treasurer, and 9,201 1 . 

15 s. 3</. uncollected rates, to discharge the claims made upon it, which your 
Committee find amounted on the 31st August last to 15, 927L 14s. 6d., being an 
increase upon 7,526 ?. 5 s. 3 d., due to the 25th March last, of 8,401 /. 95. 3 d.y 
and on 5,400 f. 1 2^. 8 d., due on the 29th September 1848, of 10,527 1 . is. 10 d. 
Your Committee take the debt due on 31st August, because the accounts have not 
yet been marie up to the 29th September last, and in that estimate they do not 
include the debts due to Government and the Listowel Relief Committee. 

13. Your Committee regret to find that the Government officers have likewise 
failed in establishing a vigilant control over the rate collectors or relief officers. 
Three rate collectors have absconded during the current year, after defrauding the 
ratepayers to a considerable extent, and leaving behind them sureties who are 
unable to pay for their defalcations. Four relief officers were dismissed, three of 
whom were appointed by the vice-guardians. They refused or neglected to make 
due inquiry into the conduct of another relieving officer, who bad been reported 
to them for drmikenness in the streets of Tarberf, and whose guilt they were 
informed could be established on the clearest evidence. 

14. In reference to the financial managementofthe inspectors and vice-guardians, 
your Committee have further to remark, that notwithstanding the lamentable 
embarrassments of this union whilst under their charge, it appears that, without 
first laying before the Commissioners for administering the Poor Law the true 
position of this union, the vice-guardians remitted to the paymaster of civil services, 
on the 5th February 1849, 1,102 1 . 5s. 6d., on account of advances for the relief 
of this union in the year 1S47 ; and very lately the vice-guardians have also paid 
over 967/. 4 s. from seven electoral divisions, on account of the rate in aid, for 
which the entire union is charged to the extent of 2,401 1. 6 s. 4^., and that was 
likewise done without explanation or remonstrance. 

15. Your Committee cannot avoid reminding your Board, that on the formation 
of this union, Mr. Hawley, the assistant-commissioner of that day, assured you all 
that ihe greatest amount of the average rate could not, under any circumstances, 
exceed is. 6d. in the pound per annum, or 7 i per cent, on the net valuation, 
being then 97,168^ 17s. 6d., and lately reduced by Mr. Roche to 03,327 ?. 
-s. 4t/.;f w’hilst it appears that this union must, if unaided, pay for "the vear 
ending 25th March 1 850, no less than 50,644 L, being an increase of charge from 
7 j (Mr. Hawley’s official estimate) to 54 J per cent, on the entire valuation. (See 
Appendix No. 1. J) 

16. Your Committee have not failed to observe that the main object which the 
ComiTiis.sioners for the administration of the Poor Law in Ireland had in view, 
when they dissolved the Board of Guardians for this union in November 1848, 
was to protect the ratepayers on the one hand, and those entitled to relief on the 
other. How far the change then made operated as a relief to the ratepaying 
class can be judged of by a perusal of the previous part of this report; and as for 
the destitute poor, it merely remains for your Committee to state that the utmost 
extent of the accommodation for in-door paupers, on the 25th of November 

(when

(when Major Hart and the vice-guardians had the exclusive control of this union), 
amounted to 1,266,* and yet they received 2,059 within the then workhouses, 
and continued to increase that number until after a remonstrance was made to 
Mr. Under-Secretary Redington, in consequence of which an order was received, 
from the Commissioners, under date the 7th day of February last, to reduce the 
number of in-door [)aupers to 1,566, which included the mill premises, which 
were tiien only at the disposal of the vice-guardians; and your Committee have 
been informed that, before that remonstrance was made, many of the paupers who 
were received into the workhouse spent days, in some cases even ten days (without 
anv change of clothes, or even without being washed) in the probationary wards ; 
and yet, for such inadequate and disgraceful relief, the landlords and tenants of 
this district are now called upon to pay 50,644 1. within one year as the expense 
consequent on the administration of its affairs by Government officers, by whose 
appointment (to use Major Hart’s words) it was intended “that the destitute poor 
may be duly relieved, the ratepaying classes protected, the poor-rate collected, 
and the debts of the union paid off.” 

17. The clerk of the union has furnished to your Committee the tabular returns 
annexed to this report, and to which the attention of your Board is particularly 
requested ; they are marked 1, 2, 3. 4, 5. 6, 7. 8, gf. By them, and by the audited 
accounts, it appears that the expenditure was —

And on that day (10th), your Committee find that your late vice-guardians entered 
into the following contract with Messrs. Shaw & Duffield, the legality of which 
your Committee recommend should be tested by the opinion of the Commissioners,, 
and, if necessary, by the advice of counsel; and by the account current between 
that firm and your late vice-guardians, the balance now claimed amounts to 
9 j 337^- 3^- upon which a penalty, at the rate of 27 per cent, per annum, is 
also claimed.

20. Under such a state of embarras.sment, your Committee expected that, after 
further investigation, it -would have appeared that some exertion had been made 
to protect the ratepayers from the consequences which must have been then 
foreseen from conducting yo-ur afiairs under so improvident an arrangement; and 
it is with regret that they are bound to report that they have not been able to 
trace out any such effort. The uncollected rate only amounted, on the 7th April 
(as before stated) to 5,539 1. 11 lid.; and yet, until the 4th June last, no new 
rate was struck, a[id on that day it could only have produced —

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So that it appears to your Coffimittee that an unequal and an unjust pressure has 
been placed upon those electoral divisions who were called upon to pay a rate in 
June, whilst others were not assessed until July, and most of them not until 
September, though all may become alike responsible for the improvident arrange- 
ment so entered into on the loth April last. 

21. Your Committee desire to urge your Board for the future to strike rates on 
each electoral division to the full extent of its requirements, and simultaneously 
with the rest of the union, and that the utmost care should be taken that the 
accounts of each electoral division should be kept lu conformity to i & 2 Viet. 

-c. 56, 8. 44, SO that the funds supplied by each should not be illegally diverted to 
the use of another division, or even for the general purposes of the union beyond 
the liability of each. And your Committee urge upon you the necessity of an 
instant application to the Commissioners to aid those divisions, whose deplorable 
state of destitution and bankrupt resources are so notorious. Unless such aid be 
afforded, it is impossible to hope to see this union emerge from its present diffi- 
culties. 

22. Your Committee beg leave to call the attention of the Board to the abso- 
lute necessity they are under to provide, and that immediately, for in-door lelief, 
to the extent at least of 3,500 persons, on a gross population of 78,756 (the 
Tralee Union is able to accommodate 3,000, out of a gross population of 56 A 5 i)> 
as they fear that the pauperism of this union has fearfully increased under the 
system hitherto pursued ; and your Board will find, on reference to Appendix 
No. 6, a comparison between the valuation, population, and relief for each electoral 
division. Eor that purpose vour Committee request your attention to the offers 
made of Bedford by Dr. Raymond ; houses at Ballybunion by Mr. Leonard, Mr. 
William Harnett, and others ; Garryard, by Mr. John Raymond ; Ballinruddery, 
by the Knight of Kerry ; a large store erected in Tarbert, by Mr. Spaight ; Island- 
o^nive. by the Rev. Mr. Denny; Fortwilliam, by the representatives of Mr. 
dollis ; and the building of sheds around the walls of the workhouse, by which 
'latter plan the guardians could accommodate 5 ®*^ persons ; and your Committee 
do not hesitate to recommend the immediate adoption of the latter, and that they 
should be built upon the plan recommended by Mr. Wilkinson, the Commis- 
sioners’ architect, with dry walls and thatched roof, as through such means they 
could be made (by plastering walls) available for the approaching winter, whilst 
the able-bodied may be usefully employed within your walls ; and they further 
recommend that application should be made to the subscribers of the Listowel 
Fever Hospital, so as to obtain a transfer of it to your Board, as by that means 
ample accommodation may be provided, for all medical purposes, apart from the 
workhouse, and then the hospital accommodation at that establishment may be 
appropriated otherwise. 

23. We have also before us, and by your desire, a list of the officers and others 
who are the present paid servants of your Board, and we consider it will be more 
convenient to report on them separately. 

24. The relieving officers, and the entire system through which the out-door 
relief has been administered, excites grave apprehensions in the minds of those 
who form your Committee, as to the future ; and they strongly recommend, for 
the protection of the destitute poor on the one hand, and the ratepayers on the 
other, that your Board should apply to the Poor Law Commissioners forthwith 
to appoint a paid guardian. 

25. Your Board will not fail to feel the serious responsibilities with which they 
erenow surrounded, and the Committee urge upon them to submit their case 
without delay (especially as the affairs of this union have been exclusively ma- 
naged, since last November, by Government officials), to the consideration of 
his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, the Poor Law Commissioners, and the 
Lords of the Treasury. 

26. Your Comniittee cannot close their labours without adverting to the 
statement which appears in Major Hart’s Report of the 26th October 1848, 
charging the landlords of this union with delaying the striking of the rate.s, and 

forestalling 
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forestalling the resources of the country for their own exclusive benefit. Your 
Committee have made every inquiry in order to discover the grounds upon which 
this allegation was made, and they have not been able to discover any justification 
for so unfounded an imputation. 

27. In conclusion, your Committee beg leave to press upon the attention of 
the Board, the necessity of requiring the Commissioners to cany out their plans 
for fixing the area of the new electoral districts ; until that is done all plans for 
the amelioration of this union will be abortive.

At the meeting of the Board of Guardians, on the 1 7th October, it was resolved 
unanimously, “ That the resolutions agreed upon this day, and numbered 7, 8, 
and 9, be printed as an Appendix to the Report of the Committee appointed on. 
the 3d October.” 

They were as follows : — 

7, Proposed by Mr. Mahony, seconded by Mr. Blacker : — “ This Board, having 
taken into consideration the Report of the Committee, under date of 8th instant, 
feel called upon, in reply to the unwarranted allegations of Major Hart, to record 
their opinion, that the destitution of this union has not resulted from rack-rents; 
and that it is utterly impossible to get rid of their present embarrassments, under 
the operation of the existing law. In the year 1847 ordinary poor-rate was 
5,166^. 145. 3^., and the number of persons supported, through relief committees, 
averaged 44,244, at an expense of 23,000/,; whilst in this year, on an average 
of 24,207 persons, the expense will be 50,644/. on a valuation of 93,369/. 2s. 2d, 

251. T> 2 This 
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This Board attribute the present destitution not merely to the failure of the potato 
crop, but aiso to the subdivision of land which resulted from the creation of forty- 
shilling freeholders, and from the neglect of the Legislature in pot having pro- 
vided, through emigration and public works, for the introduction of the poor 
laws in Ireland ; and they are of opinion, that it is absolutely necessary, under 
existing circumstances, to treat the present destitution as a national calamity, and 
not one which can be coped with through local resources ; and therefore they 
recommend — 

“ ‘ First, — That the buildings and staff of the poorhouses,and allmedicalcharities, 
should be treated as essential adjuncts to civilization, and therefore provided for, 
as ‘ the njoral and sanitary police,’ through an income-tax, chargeable on every 
class of persons in Ireland. 

“ * Second, — That all annuitants from land, not redeemable by payment of a fixed 
sum, should contribute to the poor-rate, as landlords now do. 

“ ‘ Third, — ^That an union-rate, to the extent of i $. in the pound, should be struck 
for union and general purposes, before any electoral division shall be liable for 
further aid ; and that if additional aid become necessary, each electoral division, 
requiring such relief, should contribute, to the extent of 7s. 6d. in the pound, 
to meet its own wants ; and from thenceforth that it should be aided, through the 
•income-tax, to the extent only of one-half of the excess required for its support, 
provided it should have previously paid the union-rate of 15. and the electoi'ai 
division rate of 7 s. 6d. 

. “ ‘ Fourth, — They also recommend the appointment of a paid guardian, who with 
the relief officers should form a separate staff, and for whose appointment the 
Executive Government should be solely responsible.’ ” 

8. “ That the attention of Her Majesty’s Government be requested to the 
state of the tenure under which one-eighth of the surface of this country is held 
from the Provost. Fellows, and Scholars of Trinity College, Dublin, and to the 
evidence given before the Earl of Devon, as well as his report thereon, as, in the 
opinion of this Board, the existing destitution of this union is mainly attributable 
to the insufficiency of that tenure, which has precluded the expenditure of capital 
for the improvement of College estates, winch in this union compidse one-third 
of its area.” 

9. “ It appearing by the minutes of proceedings of the 10th November 1 848, that 
the vice-guardians reduced the rates, as agreed on by the elected Board, at their 
meeting of the 14th September 1848, for Killahinny and Drumkeen, R'om lo^. 
and 9S.4<^. to 6 s. 8 tf. in each case ; and that those divisions now require a rate, 
for Killahinny, of 14^. yd., in addition to 5s. 8rZ., the rate of September 1849; and 
for Drumkeen, a rate of 13^. lod., in addition to 55. 6d., the rate of July 
3849: 

“ Resolved, ‘ That such reduction operated most injuriously upon the several othe 
electoral divisions, without its having been of any advantage to the divisions so 
intended to be favoured ; and that this Board stands pledged to adopt the recom- 
mendations contained in your Committee’s Report of the 8th instant, namely, 
to strike, in future, full rates, commensurate with the liabilities of each division, 
so as not unduly to cast a burden on others ; and to this resolution they request 
the special attention of the Commissioners.’ ”

Resolved^ “ That it appears to this Board to have been the policy of the Poor- 
law^ Commissioners, and those employed by them as inspectors and vice-guardians 
in tills union, either to maintain, contrary to the fact, that those electoral divisions, 
which may truly be called insolvent, could support their own poor, or to neglect 
or overlook altogether the consequences that have resulted, and must continue to 
flow, from their inability to do so; and to this policy this Board attributes the 
delusive mode of administering the affairs of the union which prevailed under the 
vice-guardians, which has produced many of the present embarrassments of the 
union, and has led to the legal proceedings in wbjch the union is now involved 
with the firm of Shaw and Duffield, who seek to recover a debt of over 9,000 
all of which was contracted by the vice-guardians.” 

Resolved, “That in stigmatizing as delusive the system pursued in this union by 
the Poor-law Commissioners, or the persons employed by them, this Board feels it 
incumbent on them to state in what that delusive system consists. 

“So far back as October 1 848, the Poor-law Commissioners, fully aware that the 
insolvent electoral divisions could not pay rates sufficient to meet their liabilities, 
recommended that the rales which had been declared for that purpose should be 
divided into two or more small rates, alleging that it would be easier to collect two 
or more smaller rates at different times, than one large one of the same amount, 
but not considering that one of those small rates was the utmost that could be 
collected in those electoral divisions, during the time for which the large rate was 
required, and neglecting or declining to shew how the deficiency which would thus 
arise from the adoption of their recommendation was to be made good. This expe- 
dient was adopted by the vice-guardians, so far as considerably reducing the rates 
on those electoral divisions, notwithstanding that it was clearly shown in this Board- 
room to Mr. Lynch, Poor-law Inspector, at the time it was suggested, that the 
eftect of it would be, either to cause the solvent electoral divisions to support the 
poor of the insolvent, or to force the Board of Guardians to contract debts for that 
purpose, for which debts tlie divisions which had paid for the support of their own 
poor would be equally liable with those which had not. And although this pre- 
dicted result (aggravated by the supineness and mismanagement of the vice-guar- 
dians, as regards the striking and collection of rates) has actually been verified, the 
Poor-law Commissioners again, in their letter of the 30th ultimo, recommend this 
Board to adopt the same temporizing and delusive expedient. 

“ As another proof of the general system of delusion practised in this union, Major 
Hart in his reports gives the Poor-law Commissioners to understand that all the 
financial difficulties of this union could be met by striking and collecting such rates 
as the property of the union could afford to pay ; he stated officially in the Board- 
room, and he boasted in public, that he would prevent any out-door relief from, 
being given to the able-bodied, and that he would make the rates, which had been 
declai'ed in October 1848 for the half year ending 25 March 1849, meet all the 
liabilities of the union up to September 1 849 j and he and the vice-guardians com- 
menced a system of the greatest extravagance before they had the means of 
meeting it; they were extremely tardy in the collection of rates ; they crowded 2,059 
paupers into houses capable of holding ouly 1,266, in the vain expectation of pre- 
venting out-door relief, and when the necessity of granting it came upon them, 
they were quite unprepared to meet it effectually, and submitted to the grossest 
impositions ; and they rendered the workhouse perfectly nugatory as a test of 
destitution, by admitting able-bodied paupers for two or three days, or a week, and 
then placing iliem on out-door relief. 

“ Early in February last (when it must have been obvious to Major Hart himself, 
as ii was to every person who had watched the progress of events in this union, that 
he had greatly underrated the difficulties of the union, and overrated his own. 
capacity to cope with them) it appears tliat he made a communication to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, such as to induce that Minister of the Crown to state 
in his place in Parliament, that all the outstanding debts of the union bad Ireeri 
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paid off, anti that there was 700 i. in pocket, at a time when the outstanding debts 
exceeded the sum in pocket by 4,852/. ; thus deluding atone and the same time the 
Governmeot, Parliament, and the public; and although the Poor-law CommibSioners, 
and vice-guardians possessed the information necessary to enable them to remove 
this delusion, and, as public servants, were bound to remove it, they allowed it to 
remain in full force. Another instance of the delusive system practised m this 
union recently came under the notice of this Board, in a statement of Messrs. 
Shaw and Du'ffield, that the vice-guardians had induced them to give the exten- 
sive credit which they have given to this union, by deluding them into the 
belief, that sufficient rates could be raised in the union to enable the guardians to 
meet all their liabilities, and that they, Messrs. Shaw and Duffield, would be speedily 



paid.” 

Resolved, “ That as the amount of the debts, contracted by the vice-guardians for 
food and necessaries, is, by the nature of the accounts of the union, nearly equal to 
the balances standing against the electoral divisions which are in debt, this Boaid do, 
on an examination of the accounts of the several electoral divisions, decide what 
divisions are so helpless and irretrievably involved in debt as to prevent them, 
without assistance from the rate in aid, from paying that debt, and supporting their 
own poor. And, unless assistance be afforded, this Board are of opinion that no 
other course will be left open to them, than to cease to afford relief to the poor of the 
divisions so involved, and to apply the funds raised by their rates to the liquidation 
of the debts which have been contracted for the relief to their poor And that 
from time to time, as other electoral divisions shall become similarly involved, to 
adopt a similar mode of proceeding as regards them.” 



Lowtherstown Union.

I BEG to enclose herewith a copy of a report of the visiting committee of the- 
Board of Guardians of this union, adopted by a resolution of the Board at their 
meeting of the 5th instant, and contained in the minutes of their proceedings- 
forwarded by me this day.

Enclosure in foregoing Special Report of the Visiting and Superintending 
Committee. 

Having been requested to examine into the present state of the workhouse, the 
management of the affairs of the union under the late vice-guardians, and the 
cases of persons at present receiving out-door relief, we have to report. 

That having examined the buildings, we find them insuffieient in regard to size 
to afford a test to the numbers at present seeking relief, and take the oppor- 
tunity to remark, that the architect who planned the present buildings must have 
had but one object in view, namely, to enclose the least possible quantity of space 
in the greatest quantity of wall. 

The sewerage we find most defective, and consider that immediate steps should 
be taken to remedy the defect ; a plan and specification thereof, approved of by 
the late vice-guardians, is under our consideration. The yards still remain in an 
unfinished state, in formation, drainage, stoning, and gravelling. We are taking 
active steps to remedy this neglect. 

We find the house as clean as possible, considering the present sew-erage and 
supply of water, but certainly not better (with the exception of the bedding, which 
has been very recently supplied) than when Mr. Walsh was dismissed from his 
situation as master under Ur. Phelan’s report.

The fever hospital, which was then in progress of building, has been finished 
and occupied, which removes many of the difficulties masters heretofore laboured 
under. 

With respect to the management of the affairs of the union under the late 
Board, having to approve of some steps taken by them in remedying the deficien- 
cies in clothing, furniture, and necessaries, we have also to disapprove of the 
manner in which the interior economy and arrangements of the house have been 
carried out by them. 

We find the children of the female school are almost entirely from under the 
cliarge of the regularly appointed schoolmisti'ess, who was allowed to remain in 
the workhouse acting as under-matron (an office objected to by the Commissioners), 
while another person was appointed to perform her duties in a detached building, 
at a salary of 10/. per annum, and officer’s rations, and a pauper on extra rations 
in charge of the much smaller portion who remained in the bouse. 

We find the boys’ schoolroom unoccupied, with the exception of a male pauper 
(on additional rations) and ten boys ; the dormitories used by them in general 
unoccupied ; no r*egularly appointed schoolmaster in charge of any of the boys ; 
the person appointed to that situation by Messrs. Lucas'and Hopper being, as 
we find recorded on the minutes of the 26th January last, dismissed for “ habits 
of liquor, irregularity, and insubordination.” A person was also appointed to 
discharge the duties of schoolmaster, as assistant, at the rate of 10/. a year, and 
officer’s rations, without, as far as we can ascertain, the sanction of the Commis- 
sioners, who is not even qualified to teach the rudiments of arithmetic. A great 
part of the boys (to the number of 38), though actually under 13 years of age 
down to 10, as registered, having been irregularly put on men’s rations, as being 
above 15, have been thereby deprived of even the scanty education afforded. The 
same remark as regards the additional rations applies to 25 of the female children, 
but these have not been deprived of the benefit of some education. 

Our attention having been drawn by the complaints of Mr. Somerville, late 
master, to irregularities in the house over which he had no control, we find that it 
was the practice of the late vice-guardians, on Board-days and adjourned meetings, 
to distribute large quantities of bread to applicants, also to give suppers of stirabout 
in the dining-hall to a very late hour at night to many, and that no separate 
account of the amount thus expended could not* be kept, showing the proportion 
chargeable to each division. The above irregularities might be excused for once on 
the plea of the number of applicants ; but it appears that no expedient was adopted 
to prevent their recurrence, but, on the contrary, continued many weeks. 

A system of giving passes to the paupers was also adopted to a large extent j 
this practice caused both great loss to the union, and great irregularity in the 
house ; many who thus left the workhouse, dressed in the union clothes, never 
returned, some of them leaving their wives and families a charge to the union ; 
of the passes given, no return that we can find was ever made to the master. 
Visiting was likewise permitted, and it was sworn before some of }'our Comraitlee, 
in their capacity of justice of the peace, that on those occasions it was a habit to 
sell the workhouse stirabout for halfpence and herrings. 

We find in the workhouse 28 married women and their families, whose 
husbands are living in the union, earning tbeir livelihood as able-bodied laboureis ; 
some of these men left the house on pass, some deserted from it, and one is an 
inmate of Enniskillen workhouse, to which union the family properly belongs. 
One woman, being questioned as to where her husband was, stated she had not 
heard of him for a fortnight, but then she understood he was about running away 
with another woman, for the purpose of marrying her. A few months since a few 
informations were sworn against paupers of this class, but no further steps seem 
to have been taken. 

In compliance with your request, we visited the different stations where meal is 
distributed to the out-door paupers, and examined into each of tlieir cases, the 
entire amounting to 2,820 individuals. We found much irregularity in all the 
districts, with the exception of Mr. Carson’s, but principally in the districts of 
Lowtherstown and JVloorfields. Out-door relief appears to have been given 
without any regard to Act of Parliament; the cases of women with illegitimate 

children

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children receiving, being very numerous ; likewise women and their families whose 
husbands are working in the country. , , j . * j .. 

In Lowtberstown district one woman was receiving who had been turned out 
of the infirmary without the medical officer’s knowledge or consent ; this person 
should never have been received into the house without her husband, as he was 
known to the relieving officer to be residing in Lowtberstown, and even in the 
habit of visiting his wife and children in the workhouse. Another pauper, a 
vouns able-bodied woman, who had given birth to an illegitimate child jn the 
workhouse three weeks before, is also receiving relief. Another labourer, in the 
receipt of lo d. a day wages, has two of his children in the workhouse, while he, 

his wife, and another child receive out-door relief. 

The relieving officers, when questioned as to these and such cases, replied 
that these and such other paupers were turned out of the workhouse by the vice- 
guardians, and that they (the relieving officers) were not accountable for such 
cases. 

We have recommended a considerable number to be struck off the out-door 
list, and the workhouse test to be applied to them. 

We have no reason to suppose that many of these will seek admittance, as 
many of them, when told they would receive out relief no longer than for the 
present week, impudently said, “ they could do without it.” Why the work- 
house test was not more strictly applied does not appear to us,^ as we found 
the house not full ; and one detached building (said in the late vice-guardians* 
reports to he capable of containing 130, but in which we would not recommend 
more than 70 to be put) containing only 36. 

We would recommend the second section of the Extension Act, 10 Viet. c. 31, 
to be still opened, so as to admit of widows with one child, and orphans, receiving 
out-door relief. 

In conclusion, we beg to state that we find the union much demoralized, the 
poorer classes being impressed with the doctrine, “that instead of finding em- 
ployment, it must be found for them and that the decree of the Almighty, “ that 
man must live by the sweat of his brow,” is changed to the effect, “ that man is 
to live by Act of Parliament.” 

One very painful and melancholy fact has come under our knowledge : the 
larger proportion of the widows receiving relief we have found to be the relicts 
of labourers who died last winter on the Government works.

No. 20. — Extract from Guardians’ Minutes of 19 April 1848. 

The following Report of the Visiting Committee was read, viz. : 

“ Our attention having been called at the last meeting of the Board to the 
state of the registry of the paupers in the workhouse, we have examined it, and 
found it entirely incorrect. We were obliged to bring all the paupers of the 
house into the dining-hall, and, having called over the roll, found 80 paupers 
registered as being in the house who had not been in it for two months, and 
some for three or four. Porty-two paupers were in the house, and not entered on 
the registry, or charged to any division. One family of eight we found to two 
electoral divisions, and also to the union at large. The master, since his 
appointment, has found 80 paupers charged on the books who were not in it, 
and corrected the registry in those cases. You will of coarse perceive that no 
correct account can be made of the proportion of expense chargeable to each 
division during the period that the affairs of the union were managed by vice- 
guardians. 

“The registry is now correct, with the exception of some cases in which 
paupers seem lo us to be charged to wrong divisions.” 
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(No. 26,220/48.) 

No. 21. — Copy of Resolution of the Board of Guardians passed on 
10 May 1848. 

Resolved, “That in reference to the Commissioners’ letter of 5 May, (No. 
23,518/48), the clerk be_ directed to state that the guardians do not intend to 
decrease the accommodation for aifordicg in-door relief ; and that the resolution 
referred to was merely made with the -view of getting the house* at a less price 
than the extravagant sum given when the affairs of the union were under the 
immediate superintendence of the Commissioners ; and that the effect of the 
resolution has been, that the owner offers the house for one-half the sum hereto- 
fore given.”

No. 22. — Extract from Guardians’ Minutes of 2 August 1848. 

Report of the Finance Committee. 

We attended in the Board-room on the 28th ultimo, when Mr. Murray, the 
auditor of accounts, was present for the purpose of auditing the accounts of this 
union, and explained to him the manner in which we found the accounts, as far 
as relates to the paupers being improperly charged to the different electoral 
divisions; also the manner in which food bad been given to paupers never 
entered on the books. 

The auditor explained, that if he found the cheques were actually drawn for 
goods used in the house, he had no right to go into an inquiry as to how those 
goods were used. 

We also called his attention to the fact that the vice-guardians had given a 
cheque to Alexander Robinson, poor-rate collector, for 30 although the rate 
was not near collected.

No. 24. — Extract from Guardians’ Minutes, at a Special Meeting, dated 
7 November 1849. 

The following letter having been received from Viscount Clements, and on 
being read before the guardians assembled, proposed by Major T. B. Jones, and 
seconded by Robert P. O’Brien, Esq. : 

Rmlvedi “That the letter be placed on the minutes.” 

“ Gentlemen, “ Lough Rynn, 5 November 1849. 

“ The clerk of the Mohill Union has forwarded to me a copy of the resolution 
of the Board of Guardians on the 2d of November, in which you do me the 
honour of electing me as your chairman. 

“ I thank you most sincerely for the good opinion you entertain of my past 
conduct, and for the proof you give of your continued confidence in me, by re- 
electing me to that position from which I was dismissed by the arbitrary authority 
of the Poor-law Commissioners, at the time that they took your affairs into their 
own hands. 

“ On the 8th December 1847, the Poor-law Commissioners made my temporary 
absence from home as a pretext for dismissing the Board of Guardians. They 
have now, for nearly two years, suspended your constitutional rights, and have 
exercised the most unbounded, arbitrary, and despotic power over your property 
and welfare. You are aware of the manner in which they have discharged the 
trust which they have assumed ; how they have burdened the union with the sala- 
ries of their officers, amounting to i $. in the pound upon the valuation. 

“ You are aware, that while you required hands to save your harvest, you were 
taxed for the support of able-bodied people in idleness ; and you are aware, that 
what was absolutely necessary for tbs support of the family of the industrious 
man has been taken from him to foster idleness, sloth, and vice. 

“ What account have these unjust stewards rendered of their stewardship ? 

“ I am informed, and I have no reason to doubt the fact, that on the 29th of 
October cheques were signed for money to the amount of 265/., which were not 
entered on the minutes, while the minutes of the same date record the amount of 
3«, "jd. being to the credit of the union in the bank ; and there is every reason to 
apprehend that more cheques would have been issued had not one of the officers 
been arrested and committed to Garrick gaol on the same day. 

“The . debts that have been contracted are stated to amount to 5,881/., and 
cheques on the bank have been issued to the amount of 2,709/., being part of that 
liability. 

“ Thev have collected a rate struck in June last, of .25. &d. in the pound, and 
they have since struck a new rate, varying from 35. to 8^. 2d. in the pound, on 
the several divisions of the union. Under these circumstances, gentlemen, 
I recommend you to leave the responsibility with those who have incurred it; if 
they be honest men, let them render you a proper account of your money. 

“ 1 regret to add, that I have no confidence in the Poor-law Commissioners, 
but, on the contrary, I entertain the deepest distrust of them. , I thus expressed 
my opinion before the Committee of the House of Commons, and I see no reason 
to change it. 

“ I am not aware of any advantage to be derived from my holding any commu- 
nication with them ; and although 1 would willingly undergo any personal incon- 
venience to serve you, yet I do not think you can, with justice to yourselves, or 
with advantage to the union, consent to take from the Poor-law Commissioners 
the administration of the affairs of this union, handed over to you in so discre- 
ditable a manner. 

“ But should you entertain a different opinion, and think that it will be in your 
power to check frauds which have met with so great encouragement, and still 
desire my humble services, I will not desert you, though it be a forlorn hope.

No. 25. — Copy of Resolution of the Board of Guardians, passed on the 
7th November 1849. 

Resolved, “ That' the clerk do communicate with the treasurer of this ijnion, 
and inform him that there have been checks issued by the paid officers, formerly 
acting- in execution of the duties of the guardians of this union ; and that they 
have ascertained that great irregularity and impropriety have taken place in the 
issue of those checks. The treasurer is therefore required to suspend all pay- 
ments for the present, until he receives further orders.”

No. 26 . — Copy of Resolution of the Board of Guardians, passed on the 
7th December 1849. 

Resolved, “That the following letter from our chairman, Lord Clements, be 
placed on our minutes.” 

“ Gentlemen, “ Lough llynn, Mohill, 4 December 1S49. 

“ Having read the letter addressed, not to you, but to your clerk, by the 
Poor-law Commissioners, dated the 29th of November, I beg to call your atten- 
tion to the following passage : ‘ The Commissioners think that the guardians 
should place warrants in the hands of collectors to proceed in the collection, as 
the Commissioners do not consider [that the attempts by unauthorized persons to 
alter the rale-books, which appears to have been done by James Nicholls (the 
person who assisted the clerk in preparing the rate-books) and by other persons 
after the books were signed, can have the effect of making void the rates, so far 
as the same may be valid in other respects also to the 1 & 2 Viet. c. 56, s, 65, 

‘ And be it enacted, that the particulars of every such rate shall be entered in a 
book which (in addition to any other particular which the Commissioners may 
require) shall contain an account of every particular set forth at the head of the 
respective columns, in the form given in the second schedule to this Act annexed ; 
and the guardians, and other officers whose duty it may be to make the said rate, 
or such a number of the said guardians or other officers as ai-e competent to the 
making and levying of the same, shall, before the same is levied, sign the declar- 
ation at foot of the said form, and the said book shall, after the signature of 
the said declaration, be evidence of the truth of every particular so contained 
therein.’ 

“ You have had it fully proved before you, that the rate-books did not contain 
an account of every particular set forth at the head of the respective columns in 
the form given, &c. before they were signed ; you have had direct testimony that 
in some instances the arrears were not inserted before the books were signed, and 
in all cases the totals were in blank at the time of signature ; therefore no legal 
rate has been made, and the certificate attached to the rate-books cannot be 
-evidence of the truth of every particular so contained therein. 

“ I recommend you to be careful how you venture to collect money upon such 
documents, without first seeking the best legal advice; and I beg to suggest your 
obtaining Mr. Napier’s opinion on the subject, and proceed in the meantime to 
prepare a just and proper rate to meet the wants of the Union. 

“ The Poor-law Commissioners know, if Colonel Clarke has made a faithful 
report to them, that^the above passage in their letter is not w-bat it ought to be, 
and that the books which they please to call a rate were signed without the pro- 
visions of the above Act being complied with.

No. 27. — Copy of Resolution of the Board of Guardians, passed on the 
11th December 1849. 

Copy of minutes of proceedings of an extraordinary meeting of the Board of 
Guardians, held on Tuesday the 11th day of December 1849, pursuance of the 
requisition of Mr. John Nicholson and Terence Keon, two of the guardians of 
the Mohill Union, to take into consideration and approve of a case to be pre- 
pared for the purpose of laying before Mr. Napier, q. c., for his opinion as to 
the legality of the books prepared as a rate by the late paid officers acting for the 
guardians of this Union, and for his advice as to the course to be pursued by the 
present Board of Guardians. 

Present in the chair, Lord Clements. 

"Resolved^ “ That we adopt the case prepared by Mr. O’Brien to be submitted 
to counsel on the following grounds ; viz. : 

“ 1st. That the resolution to strike a rate on the 10th of August 1 849 was not 
on that day signed by the paid officers. 

“ 2d. That the rate so proposed to be struck was objected to by the Commis- 
sioners, in their letters dated 27th September and 5th October 1849. 

“3d. That the books preparing for the rates were not exhibited for 14 days 
subsequent to their completion, for the information of the ratepayers, according 
to the Act, or according to the Commissioners’ orders, as more particularly given 
in their letter of the 6th of September 1849, but were in the course of prepara- 
tion up to the day upon which they were signed. 

“4th. That at the lime the books were signed the 11th column in the rate-book 
■was in all instances in blank, and arrears in many instances not inserted ; instances 
also exist where neither the name of occupiers, or the valuation, or the rate, or 
the arrears, were inserted at the time the books were signed, and all the totals 
at the foot of the respective columns were in blank at the time the books were 
signed. 

“ 5th. That the entry in the minute book on the 10th October 1849, purportin<»- 
to be a resolution to strike a rate on that day, bears no signature. ° 

“6ih. That 
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“ 6th. That there exists no entry whatever in the minute book to show that any

" Gentlemen, “Parkanaur, 18 December 1849. 

“A copy of the Poor-law Commissioners’ letter, dated 13th instant, having 
been forwarded to me, I take the liberty of bringing under your notice the follow- 
ing observations. 

" So long as there existed any money to be expended you were set aside as 
unworthy of trust in the management of your own affairs, all power and money 
being retained by the Poor-law Commissioners in their own bands, while they 
treated you as infants, or as incapable persons. 

“ Now that your money has been squandered and misapplied, your funds ex- 
hausted, the union burdened with a heavy debt, and the industrious ratepayers 
reduced by heavy taxation, and the depreciation of agricultural produce, to the 
verge of ruin, the Poor-law Commissioners have come to a newly awakened sense 
of your responsibility and duty. 

“ The whole object of the letter now before me appears to be to frighten you, 
and throw every obstacle in the way of your obtaining a legal opinion and advice 
as to the proper course to be pursued by you to extricate the Mohill Union from 
the very disastrous and alarming embarrassments into which it has been brought 
by the Poor-law Commissioners, and to induce you to become, under them, the 
instruments of your own destruction. 

“ I beg to caution you bow you act upon such advice. You will observe that 
they admit that they have been imperfectly informed as to the state of your 
affairs ; you are not responsible for their neglect or that of their officers, of whose 
conduct you have such grounds of complaint ; it was their duty to inform them- 
selves as to the actual state of the union, previous to giving you instructions for 
your conduct. 

"You cannot be held responsible for acts which are not your own ; you are 
not responsible for rate-books being signed in blank, and on days when no Board 
was held by their officers } nor can you be held responsible for there being no 
rate struck previous to your being called into existence. The Commissioners state 
that you cannot quash a rate ; they have told you that certain omissions do not 
invalidate a rate, but they do not tell you what constitutes one. 

“ The question is, has any rate been struck, and is there any rate at present 
in the Mohill Union? 

“ I do not think that there is. 

" I recommend you to strike one with all possible speed ; and since the Com- 
missioners are so much alarmed at your seeking the opinion of counsel and follow- 
ing a legal course, and threaten to disallow the charge from your account, I will 
take upon myself to pay the fee, and most earnestly hope that you will not allow 
yourselves to be misled into an illegal course, which may debar the ratepayers

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from all redress, and may only have the effect of relieving the Poor-law Com- 
missioners from a portion of their responsibility without relieving the union from 
its embarrassments.

Questions submitted to Counsel by the Board of Guardiaus of the Mohill Union, 
December 1849, and Mr. Napier’s answers thereto. 

First Query. Querists seek advice of counsel as to what course they should pursue 
either to reject or adopt such rate so purported to have been made, and if such documents 
can be properly considered as a rate? 

Answer. I have considered this case with much anxiety, as it would seem to be a matter 
of much consequence as to the manner in which the guardians should act. I thinh the more 
correct and judicious course is to deal with the rate as legally sufficient, and proceed in the 
usual course to collect, and levy under it 5 it may be a question for anv ratepayer to raise 
the objection by appeal or by an application to the Court of Queen’s feench to quash the 
rate as fraudulent and void ; if a sufficient case of fraud can be established this latter 
proceeding would be speculative. An appeal to the sessions, if the time was not lapsed, 
would pemups be more advisable. 

Second Query. In case counsel should advise querists to reject said rate as invalid and 
untenable, querists then seek to be advised as to what course they are to adopt, whether 
or not it may be competent for them to proceed to make a new rate calculated to meet the 
demands of the Union. 

Answer. I am quite satisfied that the Commissioners are so far right in advising the 
guardians not to enter into the questions which affect the entire foundation of the rate. 
It would involve the guardians in an amount of responsibility quite too extensive if they 
liazarded the result of a decision on the rate, as their justification for refusing in the mean- 
time to enforce it. 

Third Query. In case counsel should advise querists to receive such documents as a 
Mte, and that the same should be ordered to be collected, what redress or appeal would 
individual ratepayers have against such rate, and what course should be taken against it, in 
part, or as a whole ? 

Answer. Any individual ratepayer aggrieved by it may appeal to the sessions in the 
usual way, but in fact the objection is so much a matter of irjiisiice and mi^-coniluct scarcely 
within the province of the court to correct satisfactorily, that I feel great difficulty in say- 
ing that any adequate means of redress are open by such appeal or application as I have 
suggested. 

As this case is for the guardians as a public body, I think they had every reason to act 
with caution and circumspection when called on to enforce a rate imposed under such 
peculiar circumstances. Still I think their duty is, in reference to this rate, ministerial; 
and they are bound to have it levied so far as by their exertions this can be effected. 

The appointment of such persons to be vice-guardians certainly involves the Commis- 
sioners in very serious responsibility ; mid I am satisfied that it is quite impossible a locality 
can enjoy any prosperity, or be reasonably improved by any efforts of proprietors whilst 
such a system of recklessly confiscating the property of rich and poor can be carried on 
without adequate legal redress.

It appear.s, therefore, that although the requirements of the Union to support it to the 
25th March 1850, and to pay its debts, amount at present to 28,680 I, the vice-guardians 
did not think it prudent at present to attempt to levy a higher rate than was calculated to 
produce the 16,628 /. 

The heavy amount of taxation we have described is not equally distributed over the 
whole Union 5 in some of the electoral divisions the annual expenditure exceeds the annual 
rated value. It can hardly be necessary to call your attention to the effects in such dis- 
tricts certain to be produced by the imposition at present of any new taxation. 

Former rates liave swept away the greater portion of capital which once existed here ; 
what remains is either in the course of being withdrawn, or is locked up, and panic prevents 
the access of new. 

Such are the circumstances under which this Board have assembled ; without money, 
without credit, with a large debt, they have to face a great and increasing expenditure. 

There can be no hope of averting ruin except by 'increased employment in agriculture, 
which is the sole business of tlie district, nor can sufficient rates be collected unless the 
lands of the Union be cultivated ; both these objects must be defeated by levying of a new 
rate on the districts of the Union which are most distressed, while if that assistance wliich 
has been afforded to other unions less severely taxed out of the rate in aid, be extended to 
us, we believe that the declaration of the new electoral divisions will at once be followed by 
energetic exertions on the part of every class in the district, and the Union will in future be 
self-.supporting.

20 November 1 849. 

Proposed by William Monsell, Esq., m.p., seconded by Wymiham Goold, 
Esq.: — 

That on the 1 6lh of May 1 849, Mr. Tyncb, the Poor-law Inspector, being 
present, the vice-guardiaivs proposed the following resolution, which was trans- 
mitted to the Poor-law Commissioners, and was not directly or indirectly objected 
to by them. 

“ That Messrs. Russell having this day presented a tender to the Board for the 
supplying of bread stuffs, and the guardians having failed to procure them on better

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diture was incurred of 8,253 35. That the previous debt due to the Messrs. 
Russell has not yet been completely liquidated, and that therefore this Union is 
at present, if the above contract be legal, under a penalty to Messrs. Russell of 
move than 40I. per week; in other words, that for a sura of 8,253^ 35. the Union 
is bound to pay at the rate of more than 2,000/. a year. That the adoption of 
such a contract by the vice-guardians, and its sanction by the Poor-law Commis- 
sioners, clearly prove that in their opinion the resources of the Union were at that 
time exhausted, and that the Poor-law Commissioners be respectfully requested to 
inform the Board why it is that the same measure of relief was not given to this 
Union which was afforded to Unions in less disastrous circumstances, and whether, 
as the affairs of this Union were managed by their own officers, who cannot be 
supposed by the Commissioners to be guilty of misconduct, there be any yet un- 
expiated crime which the Commissioners are determined to visit upon the rate- 
payers of the Union.

Proposed by 'William Monsell, Esq., m. p., seconded by William R. Yielding, 
Esq. : — 

“That the Board of Guardians have taken into their consideration the intimation 
made to them by the Messrs. Russell with regard to their contract of the 16th of 
May 1849. By this contract, made in presence of the Poor-law Inspector, and 
approved of by the Commissioners, the vice-guardians have subjected the rate- 
payers of the 'Union to a payment at the rate of more than 2,000/. a year, for a 
sum of 8,250/. ; or, -in other words, have compelled the Union in effect to borrow 
this large sum at the rate of more than 25 per cent, per aunum. 

“ That it appears from a communication received from the law adviser of the 
Messrs. Russell, that they are not prepared to forego their penalties, unless tlie 
guardians, in fulfilment of the condition contained in their contract, will appropriate 
the entire rate now in course of collection, and strike one sufficient in amount 
for the liquidation of Messrs. Russell’s claim, allocating it according as it is got 
to its liquidation ; or if a satisfactory guarantee be now given for the payment of 
the demand within a reasonable time, they are prepared to make a considerable 
sacrifice by reducing the increased price to a sum that would be merely equivalent 
to the ordinary rate of interest on their debt. 

“ That the Board have it not in their power to offer any other guarantee than the 
one contained in their resolution of the 20th of November, a copy of which they 
transmit, 

“That they cannot agree to appropriate the whole of the rate now in collection 
to the liquidation of the debt referred to, as, there being only 545/. 15 , 2d. in the 
treasurer’s hands, not much more than the necessary expenditure for one week, 
they would, if they were to adopt the course suggested to them, be compelled to 
leave the numerous and increasing numbers now on the relief lists to starve, 

“That they therefore repeat the offer they before made, viz. : — 

“ ‘ That on the condition of the Messrs. Russell foregoing all claims on account 
of penalties, ^?hich the Board are instructed are of doubtful legality, one-half the 
rates collected be applied to the liquidation of their debt until the whole of it be 
paid.’ 

“ That we subjoin a copy of a letter from the Poor-law Commissioners with 
reference to a tender similar to that made to this Union by the Messrs, Russell.”

No. 34 . — Extract from Guardians’ Minutes, dated 11 December 1849. 

In reference to the Poor-law Commissioners’ letter No. 75,576, on this day’s 
minutes, and the letter of the 26th instant, relative to the Messrs. Russell’s con- 
tract with the vice-guardians ; 

It was proposed by William Monsell, Esq., m.p., seconded by Wyndham 
Goold, Esq., and resolved, that, The guardians of the Newcastle Union beg to 
acknowledge the receipt of the letters of the Poor-law Commissioners with refer- 
ence to the contract entered into last May with the Messrs. Russell, by which, if 
it be legal, the vice-guardians have subjected this Union to the payment of interest 
at the rate of more than 25 per cent, upon a debt of 8,250 1. 

The Commissioners admit that they did not directly or indirectly object to the 
contract. 

From the portion of their letter which states that they are not now enabled 
to require any information on the subject from the vice-guardians, who are oot 
now under anv official responsibility, it appears tlmt the Commissioners, although 
cognizant of the transaction, did not consider it as one that called for any remon- 
strance, or even explanation. 

The assertion “ that they are not informed in what respect the contract was at 
variance with the regulations concerning contracts, so as to enable them to render 
it null and void,” in no way refutes the charge against them, for their silent 
acquiescence in an act of great injustice ; but it appears to the guardians that the 
contract was at variance with the very regulations the Commissioners allude to, 
for it was not in such form as the Poor-law Commissioners have prescribed and 
approved of as the 2ist Article of the Regulations referred to require, nor in as 
much as there is no written agreement existing wiih the Messrs. Russell, save an 
accepted tender (which the guardians are ready to admit is a contract in point of 
law), was there an adherence to Article 20, which requires that the party making 
the tender shall, in pursuance of the Regulations, enter into a contract in writing 
with the guardians containing tlie terras, conditions, and stipulations mutually 
agreed upon. 

But the guardians pass from details, however important, to express their asto- 
nishment at the doctrine, that ttie Commissioners are in no way res|)onsible 
for the acts of paid guardians, so long as those acts are not in direct opposition to 
the general regulations laid down for the government of Boards of Guardians ; 
those general regulations were laid down for Boards constitutionally elected by 
ratepayers, and administering funds raised from their own property, and from 
those of their constituents, but surely not for officers appointed and [>aid by the 
Commissioners, removable by a stroke of ilieir pen, — not subject to official 
responsibility, when once out of office, — acting so much in the dark, that until they 
are out of office the ratepayers can have no cognizance of their doings, and 
administering, not their own funds, but funds to which they have contributed no 
share. 

If the Commissioners had no power to prevent the contract of which the Board 
complains, then it follows that the paid guardians might without check, and with 
perfect impunity, have subjected the ratepayers to the payment of 100 per cent. 

25 K 03 instead 
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instead of 25 per cent, upon the debts ; they might have borrowed even larger 
supplies at this rate ; they might have contracted at the rate of 20 L per tou, for 
meal, when the market price was but 10 L, for the guardians, to use the Commis- 
sioners’ own words, are not aware how any one of these acts “ is at variance with 
the regulations concerning contracts, so as to enable the Commissioners to render 
the contract null and void.” With the assistance of paid guardians of sufficient 
pliancy the public Exchequer might at this rate be spared for any single year at 
ihe expense of the utter ruin of whole unions. The guardians trust that it was 
through inadvertence merely, that the Poor-law Commissioners have put forward 
a principle, which if admitted, and generally known, would render impossible 
the sale of landed property in any distressed union. 

In the remaining portion of their letter the Commissioners, as their reason for 
not giving that relief to the Newcastle Union which was granted to unions in 
less disastrous circumstances, declare that the rates levied between the 25th of 
March and the 29th of September were sufficient, not only to pay the expenses of 
relief during that period, but also to discharge a small portion of the debts of the 
Union. It is difficult to reconcile this opinion with the permission afforded to 
make the contract complained of. For the resources of this Union w’ere either 
exhausted, or they were not ; if they were exhausted, those who administer the 
funds for the relief of destitute unions, should have assisted this Union eitiier bv 
grant or by loan, as in the case of the far more prosperous union of Thurles ; if 
the resources were not exhausted, the contract made with the Messrs. Russell was 
an act of wanton extravagance. 

The guardians are unwilling to enter into any controversy, as to whether those 
districts ought to receive extraneous aid, where from March to December inclu- 
sive, poor rates admitted by the Commissioners to be insufficient, amounted with 
grand jury rates to more than 20 s. in the pound, and where before harvest in one 
division of 9,000 acres, 2,400 acres were waste, where more than half of the sur- 
viving population was receiving relief in summer, and where an amount equal to 
half of the 7 s. 6<f. rate struck in August is in the opinion of the Government 
Inspector irrecoverable at present. Notwithstanding all this, the Newcastle Union 
has been compelled to contribute its quota to the rate in aid, and the guardians 
cannot avoid remarking that those public officers who have given aid from extra- 
neous sources to Gort, to Mohill, and to Carrick-on-Shannon, and to many other 
Unions lightly taxed in comparison with Newcastle, and have refused assistance to 
districts such as have been described, cannot wonder if either the accuracy of their 
information or the impartiality of tiieir conduct be called in question. 

The clerk was ordered to send copies of this reply, as well as copies of the Com- 
missioners’ letters of the 26th ultimo and 3d instant, to the local newspapers.

No. 35. — Extract from Guardians’ Minutes of the 18th December 1849. 

That the attention of the Commissioners be drawn to the consequences which 
have reverted to this Union from the neglect of the vice-guardians to adhere to the 
regulations for contracts contained in Article 20. 

lhat on the 14th of March a contract was made by the vice-guardians with 
the Messrs. Russell to supply the Union with Indian meal for two months, at the 
rate of %l. 4^. per ton. 

Ihai the Messrs. Russell did not, when their tender was accepted, in pursuance 
of the regulations contained in Article 20, enter into a contract in writing with the 
guardians, containing the terms, conditions, and stipulations mutually agreed upon, 
nor did. the vice-guardians require, as they were empowered to do, any sureties or 
bond irom the Messrs. Russell. 

On the 25th ot April the Messrs. Russell, having given notice one week before, 
came to the Board and informed the vice-guardians that they would not supply 
any more meal unless the price of the meal was advanced to loL 3 s. 

Tlie vice-guardians, having no food lor 22,000 persons on the relief lists the. 
next morning agreed to Messrs. Russell’s terms, and by this transaction the Union 
incurred an additional expenditure of 336/.

Board.” 
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
